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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 , 5, 6, 8, 1 0, 1 1 , and 1 3 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

Re claim 1 : Substitute "that is capable of with - that executes - (see line 8). 
Re claim 1 : Substitute "the controller is further capable of rendering" with - the 
controller further renders - (see line 12). 

Re claim 5: Substitute "is capable of selecting" with - selects - (see line 3). 
Re claim 6: Substitute "is capable of downloading" with - downloads - (see line 

8). 

Re claim 8: Substitute "that is capable of with - executes - (see line 7). 

Re claim 8: Substitute "the data processor is further capable of transmitting" with 
- the data processor further transmits - (see line 1 1 ). 

Re claim 10: Substitute "the browser application" with - the proxy application - 
(see line 4). 

Re claim 1 1 : Substitute "is capable of with - selects - (see line 3). 
Re claim 13: Substitute "is capable of with - determines - (see line 2). 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ndili 
(US 2002/0161928 A1). 

Re claims 1 , 2, 4, 8, and 10: Ndili teaches a smart agent for providing network 
content to wireless devices comprising: 

memory that contains downloaded Web page HTML data, an HTML filter, 
and an HTML translation script; 

a controller, coupled to the memory, that executes the HTML filter such 
that the HTML filter generates the reformatted data from the Web page HTML 
data in response to the HTML translation script and the predetermined 
capabilities, the controller further renders the reformatted data on the screen; 

a radio frequency transceiver that transmits and receives radio frequency 
signals representative of the Web page HTML data that is downloaded from a 
Web site; and 

a browser application in memory that is executed by the controller such 
that the browser application requests the Web page HTML data to be 
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downloaded from a Web site and the browser application further informs the 
HTML filter of a location of the Web site. (See page 2, paragraph 41 to page 4, 
paragraph 57; page 4, paragraph 66 to page 5, paragraph 76; pg. 8, paragraphs 
117-123; and pg. 9, paragraph 125-133) 

Re claims 3 and 9: Ndili teaches wherein the predetermined capabilities include 
the wireless station's display size, display resolution, color capabilities and audio 
capabilities (see pg. 9, paragraphs 126 and 136). 

Re claims 5 and 1 1 : Ndili teaches wherein the memory further includes a plurality 
of HTML translation scripts and the controller selects a first HTML translation script in 
response to the Web page HTML data (see page 6, paragraph 85 to page 7, paragraph 
108). 

Re claim 6: Ndili teaches wherein the controller downloads the HTML translation 
script from the Web site (see pg. 8, paragraphs 1 1 7-1 23; pg. 9, paragraph 1 25-1 33). 

Re claims 7 and 12: Ndili teaches wherein the memory further comprises a 
database of the predetermined capabilities for use by the controller (see page 6, 
paragraph 85 to page 7, paragraph 108). 

Re claim 13: Ndili teaches wherein a data processor determines the 
predetermined capabilities of the mobile station in response to a mobile station 
identification transmitted to the apparatus (see pg. 9, paragraphs 126-136). 

Re claim 14: Ndili teaches wherein the data processor is coupled to the Internet 
(see page 8, paragraphs 1 17-123). 
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Re claims 15-17 and 20: Ndili teaches a method rendering Web page HTML data 
into a format suitable for a display of the wireless mobile station, the method comprising 
the steps of: 

requesting a Web page, comprising HTML data, from a content provider having a 
network address; 

informing the HTML filter of the content provider's network address; 

retrieving a HTML translation script that is associated with the Web page, 
wherein the retrieving step comprises downloading the HTML translation script from the 
content provider or a translation script storage server; 

the HTML filter generating a reformatted Web page from the Web page HTML 
data in response to the HTML translation script and the predetermined capabilities; and 

rendering the reformatted Web page on the display. (See pg. 8, paragraphs 117- 

123; pg. 9, paragraph 125-133) 

Re claim 18: Ndili teaches wherein the step of retrieving the HTML translation 
script comprises selecting the HTML translation script from the mobile station's memory 
(see pg. 6, paragraphs 86 to pg. 7, paragraph 103). 

Re claim 19: Ndili teaches wherein the predetermined capabilities are stored in a 
database in the mobile station's memory (see pg. 6, paragraphs 86 to pg. 7, paragraph 
103). 

Re claim 21: Ndili teaches wherein the predetermined capabilities are associated 
with an identification of the mobile station in the network server memory (see pg. 6, 
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paragraphs 86 to pg. 7, paragraph 103; pg. 8, paragraphs 1 17-123; pg. 9, paragraph 
125-133). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Wecker et al (US 6,31 1 ,058) discloses a system for delivering data content over 
a low bit rate transmission channel. 

Ishizuka (US 2002/0065873 A1) discloses a system for printing from a wireless 
mobile device over the Internet. 

Emmett et al. (US 2002/0129006 A1) discloses a system for modifying a 
document format. 

Turnbull (US 2002/0133626 a1 ) discloses a web content format for mobile 
devices.
